Washington, June 5—(/[-')— There 


are about 850,000 homeless people 
in Europe, living in displaced per- 
sons' camps at Germany, Austria 
Italy. 


The camps—run by the Ameri- 


can and British armies in their 
zones of occupation—men a place, 
to slay, something to eat, but 
no 
jobs. 


The displaced persons arc people 


of many nations. Perhaps 250,000 
of 830,000 arc Jews. About 550,000 
are in American camps. 


The Uniled 
Nations 
considers 
them an international responsibil- 
ity. 
And pretty soon UN's 
inter- 


national reJug.ec organization , will 
rim Ihe camps. 


Through fear, or some other rea- 


son, these people don't want to go 
••UCK to tlieir own countries. 


But where can they go? What can 
they clo? How can they get their 
lives straightened out and 
start 
over again? Can Ihis country lake 
sonic in? 


A proposal lo do just that has 


been made in 
congress 
by Rep. 
Strallon, Illinois Republican. 


Last April he offered a bill to lei 


400,000 of the 850,000 displaced per- 
sons into this country at the rale of 
100.000 a year for four yaars. 


This week a House Subcommittee 
started hearings on the bill. At this 
moment Ihe chance of Congress do- 
ing nuicn about it tnis year seem 
slight. 


The hearings will go on for about 


two weeks and, probably, ;iot much 
more than that will happen. A vote 
in the House or Senate" seems un- 
likely. 


There's a good deal of opposition, 


inside and outside Congress, to lol- 
ling displaced persons come here. 


To understand what Slralton pro- 
poses, here's an explanation of Ihe 
immigration set-up: 


We have a quota system on im- 


mipraUun. Which means we'll let 
in only a certain number of immi- 
grants from European countries in 
anv one year. 


The total quota per year is about 


154,UUO. Tno number of immigrants 
coming hero every year from 
Eu- 


rope falls much below that figure 
yearly. 


To .gel in, an 
immigrant must 


rnecl certain requirements, such 
as 
intelligence, health, moralily. 


And. 
before coming here, an im- 


migrant must have enough money 
lo support himself or nave here a 
roL-.tive or some organization which 
will see that he docs nol become a 
puulic charge. 


In December, 
1945, 
President 


Truman told 
American 
officials 


in Europe to help speed up 
emi- 


gration to this country of displaced 
persons. 


But since then, according to the 


immigration service, only about 
15.000 displaced persons have been 
allowed in. 
• 


Su-atton wants 100,000 a year for 


four years let in bul only provided 
they fill the same requirements as 
other immigrants. 


(These 100,000 displaced persons 


a year would be in addition" to the 
154,000 quota immigrants.) 


Stratlon, and some others share 


his belief, does not 
think

create an employment or housing 
problem. 


Opponents of Stratlon's bill dis- 


pute that idea. And they argue in 
the words of Rep. Gopsctt (D-Tcc): 
There are a lol of "troublemakers 
in the camps, crackpots, and Com- 
munists." 


Slralton says it's costing Ameri- 


can taxpayers now aboul $182,000, 
000 a year to take care of displaced 
persons in American camps abroad. 


He says lolling in 400,000 would 


save money.

The camps—run by the Ameri- 


can and British armies in their

The displaced persons arc people 


of many nations. Perhaps 250,000 
of 830,000 arc Jews. About 550,000 
are in American camps. 


The Uniled 
Nations

national reJug.ec organization , will 
rim Ihe camps. 


Through fear, or some other rea- 


son, these people don't want to go

But where can they go? What can 
they clo? How can they get their 
lives straightened out and

over again? Can Ihis country lake 
sonic in? 


A proposal lo do just that has 


been made in 
congress 
by Rep. 
Strallon, Illinois Republican. 


Last April he offered a bill to lei 


400,000 of the 850,000 displaced per- 
sons into this country at the rale of 
100.000 a year for four yaars. 


This week a House Subcommittee 
started hearings on the bill. At this 
moment Ihe chance of Congress do- 
ing nuicn about it tnis year seem 
slight. 


The hearings will go on for about 


two weeks and, probably, ;iot much 
more than that will happen. A vote 
in the House or Senate" seems un- 
likely. 


There's a good deal of opposition, 


inside and outside Congress, to lol- 
ling displaced persons come here. 


To understand what Slralton pro- 
poses, here's an explanation of Ihe 
immigration set-up:
